R. Each company has a political commissar, technical instructor, QM clerk, 
administrative clerk, a total of 110 officers and men, Each platoon 
consists of 35 officers and men and is divided into three sections of 
ll men each, Platoon leaders are assisted by a deputy who is also an 
informant of the company political commissar, Usually three guard posts 
are maintained by each platoon, During the day, guards are stationed 
from 0600 to 2300 hours at positions which permit observation of the 
surrounding area and during the night border patwols travel from post to 
post.
